Every issue of Cats 
Magazine has been a sellout, and is ex- 
pected to remain so until paper condi 
tions are relaxed. We look for no change 
until late summer. 


QUARANTINE 


We have been informed that a state 
ment made in the November issue has 
been termed ‘‘false’’ or incorrect. This 
concerns the crossing of the Canadian 
border by exhibitors with cats to attend 
Dominion shows.

FELINES ON SMOKEY CITY PAYROLL WORK 
FOR MINIMUM PAY AND NEVER STRIKE 


There is a small group of unhappy 
people who don’t like cats 

But you won't find a Pittsburgh 
merchant in the group. They know that 
cats help keep the karats in the Golden 
Triangle. 

Cats are on the payroll of 90 per 
cent of the Pittsburgh business houses, 
according to a Humane Society spokes 
man there. They do their work quietly 
and efficiently on minimum wages and 
they do not strike 

Just by being around, they save Pitts 
burgh businessmen thousands of dollars 
a year. Some enthusiastic cat-lovers say 
it’s a million a year. 

Officially, Pittsburgh is a kind of 
state haven for cats. A year ago, when 
a stringent law banned all dogs and cats 
from restaurants and bars, that city took 
exception. 

“T'll not put out the cats until we get 
rid of rats,’’ declared Howard C. Pat- 
ton, superintendent of food inspection 
for the Health Department 

The mousers still are at work in 
Pittsburgh's eating places, with the 
blessing of the city. Mr. Patton, a cat- 
lover, calls the State's law ‘‘unwork 
able.”’ 

Undisturbed by the futility of Legis 
latures, legions of pussies go on earn 
ing their livings in restaurants, grocer 
ies and drug stores there. At least 75 
business houses each year beg the Ani- 
mal Rescue League for rat catchers. 

But cats don’t just stay a name on the 
payroll very long. They have a way of 
purring their way into pampered posi 
tions. 

Possibly the most-petted cat in Pitts 
burgh is Daddo, who has supervised 
operations at John McClements, florist 
for two-and-a-half years. She sits in the 
hall of the Oliver Bldg. outside the

When she isn't presenting herself for 
admiration, Daddo, a plump, gray ani 
mal, curls up in the window or deli 
cately skirts the flowers being made up 
into arrangements. When she was 
brought to the store by a former em 
ploye who gave her a circus term for a 
name, Daddo chased away the few mice 
that were bothering the establishment 

Since then, she’s lived on a diet of 
raw liver and kidneys and much affec 
tion 

Three cats share the honors at the 
Roosevelt Hotel. Together, they dis 
courage any rat from even sticking a 
whisker into the 14-floor hostelry.

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If You are Buying 
A Kitten by Mail 


By RITA SWENSON 


Were I to hazard a guess, I'd say nine 
out of ten kittens are bought “‘sight un- 
seen.’’ While this, to the inexperienced, 
may sound like a risky way of making 
a purchase, if one deals with a breeder 
of sterling character, he need have no 
fear of the outcome. Because this type 
of transaction ts so prevalent in the cat 
fancy, sometimes situations arise which 
require a knowledge of common proced- 
ure not all novice purchasers possess. 
Recently a reader wrote to ask if a sight 
unseen purchase is binding upon the 
purchaser. To this the reply is ‘‘yes.’’ 
If one purchases a kitten on description 
only, approval of the buyer is not ac 
tually required to complete the deal, pro- 
vided the kitten shipped fits the descrip- 
tion offered. 

Sale on approval is another method 
used in buying a kitten by mail and 
means exactly that sale on approval. 
A point to remember in this type of 
transaction is that title to the kitten re- 
mains in the seller's name until ap- 
prova!l has been voiced. As a rule a 
buyer is permitted 24 hours after deliv- 
ery in which to express approval or dis- 
satisfaction. It should never take longer 
than that for a person to make up his 
mind. If a kitten should prove unsatis- 
factory, it should be permitted a day’s 
rest if the trip is short, or two or three 
days’ rest if the trip is long, before 
returning to the breeder. Kittens sold on 
approval that have been found undesir- 
able, should be returned express prepaid. 
If one returns a kitten express collect, 
the breeder has a right to deduct the 
shipping costs from the refunded pur- 
chase price. Some breeders will not sell 
on approval, since it so often works a 
hardship on a kitten, especially if the 
shipping distance is great. 

A buyer has a right, when making 
a mail order purchase, to insist upon 
delivery of a healthy kitten. Should the 
kitten arrive ill and subsequently die, 


the breeder, in my opinion, should offer 
a refund or another kitten. Some breed- 
ers guarantee a kitten’s health for two 
weeks, for it is felt that if a kitten ar- 
rives carrying an infectious disease, it 
will show up within that period. Obvi- 
ously a breeder cannot guarantee health 
longer. 

When buying a registered kitten, the 
breeder generally registers the kitten in 
advance and pays the fee. This, I might 
add, is the best way because it avoids 
complications and the breeder is sure the 
kitten will carry her own cattery name. 
Promises, where cattery names are con- 
cerned, are very often broken. 


Contrary to the belief of some would- 
be buyers, breeders are not always sup- 
plied with kittens for sale. If one is par- 
ticularly anxious to obtain a kitten from 
a certain cattery or litter, it is advisable 
to place an order for future delivery. 
It is not necessary to pay for the kitten 
in advance but when the breeder writes 
the litter has been born and a kitten se- 
lected, it is advisable to send a deposit. 
This proves the buyer is sincere and 
not just window shopping, and it is 
also the buyer's guarantee that the kit- 
ten will not be sold elsewhere. When a 
kitten is old enough to ship, the buyer 
should be prepared to pay the balance. 
Prices stated are for kittens of a certain 
age, and if the kitten is not accepted 
when it reaches that age, the breeder has 
the right to increase her price to cover 
additional expenses. This is only fair 
in view of the present high cost of meat. 


When one is interested in buying a 
kitten and requests the breeder to send 
photos of her stock, please remember 
these photos are valuable and must be re- 
turned. If the breeder has nothing for 
sale that one is interested in, it is a 
courtesy to send a postal and tell her so. 
This will, incidentally, assure some fu-

The All-America Cattery promises to 
be an innovation extraordinary for the 
Cat Fancy, and a stimulating interest 
for exhibitors and breeders of fine stock 
throughout the United States, Canada, 
and indeed, in all parts of the world. 

Irrespective and apart from associa 
tions and clubs, competitive points will 
be given cats standing first in their re- 
spective classes. We aim for internation- 
al recognition of winning cats where en- 
tries have been heavy. An entry winning 
in a class of ten deserves more recogni 
tion of merit than a winner over one or 
two. Of course the respective winners 
may be equal, yet the latter won easier 
than the former. 

Comparisons will be made with win 
ners in large classes, and winners in 
small classes. The classes will be care- 
fully checked. In this way, dividing the 
United States and Canada, we arrive at 
the Best in the Sectional Divisions, viz., 
Eastern, Western, Mid-Western and 
Southern. 

Continuing, the points of all Bests 
will be compared, according to compe- 
tition, and we arrive at The All-Amer 
ica Cat for 1946-47. Points and merits 
include those won through ACA, CFA 
and CFF. Catalogs will be thoroughly 
and completely checked for the estab- 
lishment of the All-America Cattery. 

Complete setup forthe All-America 
Cattery was drafted in Toronto, Canada 
in November. It was pointed out at this 
conference that due to the up-swing and 
interest in current shows, the time had 
arrived to bring forth the Bests in keen 
competition, and placing in high honor, 
the Best of all Bests, the Cat of the 
Year.

of Niagara. He has accumulated a total 
of 38 points won in competition in 
shows in Boston, in New York and in 
Chicago. His 38 points prove to be the 
highest total of the Eastern group of 
red male Persian cats. He places on the 
All-Eastern Sectional Cattery as the red 
male, because he has more points to his 
credit than any other Eastern Red Male 
Persian. Red Flash has earned the right 
to carry his name in the future as Red 
Flash of Niagara (A-E 1947). This 
means he was the winner of the All- 
Eastern ‘‘title’’ in 1947.

January is unofficially Cat Show 
Month because it is during this first 
stanza of the new year that the major- 
ity of shows are held.

Several other shows are expected to 
carry out the theme, but at the time of 
this writing, those indicated above ac 
tually have signified their intentions of 
carrying-on the All-America.

“How long have you been ‘in cats’ ?”’ 
This is one of the most frequent ques- 
tions asked by one breeder to another. 
To this I could truthfully reply ‘‘all my 
life,” because I can never remember a 
time when I did not find exquisite pleas- 
ure in raising a cat, or several cats. They 
were usually the short-haired domestic 
variety in my early years, but sixteen 
years ago I entered ‘the long-hair’ field, 
by becoming the owner of a red female 
that would perhaps look slightly non- 
descript to me now but was the ultimate 
in beauty to me then.

ing we had several kittens of various 
shades and markings, all of them sweet, 
but one fellow was sensational, so dif 

ferent and distinctive. He was ‘‘cream,”’ 
and from that day on I had an insatiable 
craving for more and better kittens just 


like him (??!!) (Not actually!) I 
thought ‘“‘cream’’ quite the loveliest 


color I had ever seen in a cat. 

A strange set of circumstances brought 
to me the wonderful news that as in 
the horse and dog field, and various 
other animal realms, there existed a 
great magic realm of cat fanciers and 
breeders who through generations had 
given their time and affections to the art 
of perfecting breeds and standards in 
cats, and that no longer was it necessary 
to breed just hit-and-miss and take your 
chance on what you would get but that 
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long strains of certain colors and types 
had been established and that genetics, 
a knowledge of, could be of great value 
in that realm of cat breeding, and that 
quality could be detected unmistakably 
in individuals in the cat world just as 
‘good breeding’ and “‘blood’’ tells in 
the human race. I learned that ‘‘charac 
ter,’ personality, type, style, etc., were 
not terms confined to humans but had 
the same significance when applied to 
cats. A brand new world presented itself 
to me and I was eager to explore it. 
From that day to this its fascination has 
never waned, and through all kinds of 
adversities and set-backs the challenge 
has remained and | find new pleasures 
continually in the pursuit of breeding 
for myself “‘lovelier and more perfect 
Persians.”’ 

My activities were more or less lim- 
ited until five years ago when we bought 
Rollingwood Ranch, forty acres of un- 
developed and unspoiled native beauty, 
with its woods and lakes and hills. Per- 
haps one of the greatest thrills in con 
nection with finding it was the realiza 
tion that here we could have cats, and 
cats, and more cats, and here our several 
Great Danes could have freedom of ex- 
pression and together Danes and Per- 
sians could enjoy the place along with

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CATS RIDE 
THE AIRWAYS 


By M. E. THORNE 


(Concluding ) 


Procedure use in shipping by air is 
practically the same as by rail. It is 
most satisfactory if you obtain the in- 
formation direct from your local agent. 

The animal, ready to leave, should 
be at the office one hour before depart- 
ure. This enables you to prepare the 
papers properly for shipment and the 
expressman will give your problems 
more consideration. 

The crate should be plainly and con- 
spicuously labeled with “Livestock,” 
“Valuable Cat’ and similar stickers. 

Shredded paper —lots of it — 
makes excellent filling for crates trans- 
ported by air express and short rail 
trips. It provides a soft bed that can be 
burrowed into by the cat if warmth is 
needed. It is also absorbent. 

Air express companies prefer that 
you provide a place in or at the crate 
for water and one feeding in case of 
unforseen delays. What an advantage 
over shipment by rail! It is a problem 
to provide food for a day or two in ad- 
vance that can be easily prepared and 
at the same time not be perishable. 

The most satisfactory solution to 
this problem in my experience is the 
placing of a heaping tablespoonful of 
each Pablum and ‘“‘Similac’’ or pow- 
dered milk in a paper sandwich bag. 
Add a wooden spoon or paddle for 
mixing. Label ‘‘Please add enough wa-

ter to make a thick paste. Stir and 
feed!"’ 

I make as many bags of feedings as 
needed for the trip. Since my cats are 
fed Pablum, this eliminates a complete 
change of diet. If you do not feed Pab- 
lum it would be well to accustom the 
animal to it a week or two prior to 
shipment by giving one such feeding 
each day. 

Remember, a cat or kitten should not 
be shipped without first notifying the 
receiver approximately when and by 
what method of travel the animal may 
be expected to reach its destination. The 
agent will furnish you that informa- 
tion enough in advance to allow you to 
contact the purchaser and receive a re- 
ply. If unforseen events necessitate a 
last-minute change of plans, be consid- 
erate enough to wire the purchaser at 
once. 

From my experiences, I have learned 
that when a person has purchased a 
valuable cat (or dog), the extra ex- 
pense of air travel does not concern 
them as much as how he may get the 
animal in the shortest and quickest 
time. 

It is proof of success to learn that 
more and more breeders are shipping 
pets by air. The next time you ship an 
animal to some distant point, consult the 
local air express agent and learn the 
advantages of using this modern means 
of transportation for pets.

OF THE 


URINARY TRACT 


By L. H. FAIRCHILD, M.D. 


Since we have been able to control 
or eliminate such diseases as infectious 
gastro-enteritis and distemper, and more 
effectively treat the common cold, we 
find one disease condition which now 
gives much trouble to cat owners. These 
are diseases of the urinary tract. Male 
cats are more susceptible to this disorder 
than are females although neither are 
immune. 

Simple inflammation of the urinary 
bladder or cystitis is the most common 
disorder and is caused by retention of 
urine and the associated distention of the 
bladder. Certain drugs absorbed through 
the skin or taken by mouth are rare 
causes. Exposure to cold or disease of 
long standing may result in catarrhal in- 
flammation of the bladder. Symptoms of 
this condition include uneasiness, loss of 
appetite, frequent urination and passage 
of dark colored urine with a strong odor 
of ammonia. Urination is painful and 
quite scanty in amount. The cat may 
have fever and is disinclined to move 
about. This is a chronic condition and 
may last for weeks and often terminates 
fatally. The cat owner should seek the 
veterinarian’s help for this condition 
because early treatment is essential. Pen- 
icillin has been found very useful in the 
treatment. Because of the difficulty of 
securing adequate drainage of the in- 
fected bladder, sulfa drugs do not work 
so well because it requires considerable 
fluid intake and excretion for satisfac- 
tory results. 

Urethritis — (Inflammation of the 
Urethra). The urethra is the small duct 
which carries the urine from the bladder 
to the outside of the body. This tiny 
passage sometimes becomes obstructed 
due to urinary salts. In females the in- 
flammation may be due to cystitis, to 
inflammation of the uterus or of the 
vagina. 

The symptoms of this condition are 
much the same as that seen in cystitis 
and, in addition, one may find blood in 
the urine. Prevention is much more suc- 
cessful than treatment. Since many of 
these cases are due to concentrated urine 
and obstruction with urinary salts it is 
important that the cat receives plenty of 
exercise each day and have ready access

to plenty of clean, fresh water. 

Success of treatment will depend 
largely upon the underlying cause. It is 
often difficult and may be impossible to 
remove the obstruction from the ureth- 
ra, and the condition has a marked ten 
dency to recur. One of our valuable cats 
died as a result of this condition. Al- 
though we kept him alive and quite 
comfortable for several years with a 
preparation prescribed by our veterin- 
ary, namely “‘Azamine,”’ he finally ac- 
cumulated such a collection of urinary 
salts that he could not go on. He was 
being treated by the veterinary under an 
anesthetic in an attempt to empty the 
bladder, and in doing so, the bladder 
burst. There was nothing left to do but 
mercifully put him further to sleep and 
thus end his life. Such an experience is 
truly heartbreaking, but to date we have 
nothing specific to offer in the way of 
curative treatment. 

The veterinarian must see these cases 
early! 

Retention of urine is most common in 
neutered males. Kirk, in his book of 
diseases of the cat, suggests among other 
things as causes, a too liberal diet of 
highly nutritious food coupled with 
close confinement in the house. The first 
noted symptoms may be restlessness, 
crouched posture, switching of the tail 
and refusal of food and attempts to pass 
urine with marked straining. The suf- 
ferer becomes haggard, emaciated and 
weak. The eyes recede. 

Examination of the lower abdomen 
may disclose a much distended bladder 
and the cat’s owner may suspect a tumor 
or abscess. Uremia is a common com- 
plication and cause of death in these 
cases. As in the other two conditions 
described, a veterinary must be con- 
sulted early. I cannot stress too much 
the fact that cats with these disorders 
must have expert attention!

Outside the fancy, the name An- 
gora was popularized and still sticks in 
the minds of some persons at the present 
time. Today, all long-haired cats are 
recognized as Persians, as far as the cat 
fancy are concerned.
